Last night’s special meeting was

Dr. Melville Homfeld reported 
that actual appraisals of the land | 
were “virtually complete” but, he 
| said, estimates of costs resulting

provements as possible.

Taylor and S. Lowery estates, 
which were represented, before |

| SEEKS ‘BY-PASS’ 


Lovell said that his clients pre-} 
| ferred that their land be by-passed 
in the school’s site acquisition pro- 
gram and said that he feared that, 
no matter how the lands were cut,

| appeared to be likely. 
He said he had been told some 
| of the land being sought was worth | 
/as much as $20,000 an acre. 
Trustee Ben Holland, a real 
estate agent himself, countered 
that a lot was available across 
the street for $13,000; Trustee 
James Black offered that the 
district had already seriously 
considered a price of $16,000 an 
acre for land, when seeking a 
site in Stanford Village. 


J. C. Davenport, chairman of

Changes Foreseen 


Shifts in attendance area bound- 
aries in the Menlo Park Elemen- 


tary School District area west of 
El Camino Real were foreseen 
this w eek, as members of the} 


district’s Citizens’ committee work- 
ing on the problem submitted a 
formal report to trustees Monday. 

Substantially the shifts will call 
for enlargement of Oak Knoll 
school’s attendance area bound- 
aries, to make best use of class- 
rooms now under construction 
there. Some lower grade pupils 
will also be assigned from the 
Hillview to the Fremont school 
area, so that upper grade pupils 
at Fremont can be assigned at 
Hillview, where better facilities 
are available. 

W. Howard Burnside, acting 
as spokesman for the committee, 
said the new attendance area 
boundaries will make it possible 
for the district to use all but 
one of its special classreoms 
for the purpose for which it was 
intended. 

At present some rooms, such as 
the 


library and music rooms at} 
Hillview, have been pressed into 
service as classrooms. 


Burnside noted that parents will 
be notified whenever it neces- 
sary to shift their children from 
one school to another. 

He added that all meetings of 
the committee had been open to 
the public, and no protests had 
been heard as the group deliber- 
ated.

Menlo Park civic councilmen 
Tuesday night gave a nod of ap 
proval to a master plan for civic 


center development 
architect, Kingsford Jones, to show 
it before interested city commis- 
sions as soon as possible, in order 
to expedite construction of the 
city’s library. 

The master plan showed the 
civic center oriented toward Alma 
street. The library, for which 
funds were voted last month, will 
be te first unit and, as shown on 
Jones’ plan, will face Ravenswood 
avenue between Alma street and 
where the present civic center ac- 
ess road opposite Noel driv is sit 
uated.

the plan shows as 
many civic center buildings as 
the city may ultimately need, 
Jones admitted, and may never 
be completed in its entirety. 
However, he said, the units can 
be deleted to meet the changing 
needs of the community and its 
governmental setup. 

The council also authorized City 
Manager ©. L. Longson to reopen 
discussions with national guard of- 
ficers. 

Jones’ plan also pinpoints an 
armory site, showing it being 
near the intersection of Laurel 
street and Ravenswood avenue. 

The national guard. which hopes 
to build an armory here in the 
next few vears, cannot get federal 
aid funds for the job until a fixed 
site is shown. 

The plan shows the civic center 
as surrounded on Ravenswood ay- 
enue, B street, Alma street and 
Laurel street, with parking plazas 
on all four sides.

Buildings which could be legiti- 
mately included in such a develop- 
ment include a youth activities 
hall, exhibit hall, auditorium, 
council chambers building. arm- 
ory, library, police department, an 
educational building and perhaps 
some commercial space for a cof. 
fee shop or similar use, Jones 
said. 

He emphasized that the plan is 
flexible so that, if all units are not 
built, the ultimate development 
will not look incomplete.

Conclusions and recommenda- 
tions have been made in a report 
of the Parent Education Study 
Group of the Menlo Park District 
Parent-Teacher Association. 

The report was presented Mon- 
day night to the school district’s 
board of trustees and followed an 
intensive study on the education 
of the more able children by PTA 
officers, parents, teachers and ad- 
ministrators of the five Menlo 
Park elementary schools. 

The five discussion meetings 
were open to the public to study 
and discuss the project of de- 
termining how Menlo Park was 
meeting the challenge of educat- 
ing its more able children. 

The local school administration 
defines the more able child as 
“one who demonstrates unusual 
ability to perform school tasks” 
. the child usually has a wider 
diversity of interest, demonstrates 
ability to generalize from a given 
body of facts and an ability to 
reach reasonable conclusions, and 
prefers to reason answers rather 
than to memorize. 

It was around this type of child 
that the study and discussion cen 
tered and it was pointed out in the 
report that the Menlo Park pro- 
gram is largely one of enrichment 
of the regular class room curricu- 
lum in the use of unusual methods. 
REVIEW PROGRAMS 

The group made a brief survey 


of different programs in use in 
other school districts. Partial se- 
gregation programs adopted in 


the Ravenswood and Alum Rock 
districts have run less than a year 
and conclusive results are not yet 
obtainable. The Palo Alto Unified 
School District’s program of ex- 


vertical advancement at the high 
er grade levels appears to be suc- 
cessful, the report said. 

The group believes that the 
district’s program of enriching 
the regular curriculum should 
be expanded wherever possible 
and offered the following gen- 
eral suggestions:

Although, as pointed out last 
week, almost every existing sort 
of amusement device must be 
banned in an ordinance aimed 
at pinball machines, human in- 
genuity will devise a replace- 
ment. Action would be warrant- 
ed, however, if such machines 
did create a vice or corruption 
problem, or if they cut deeply 
into the purchasing power of 
many families. 

One point of view would make 
a pinball machine that took more 
than one coin at a time illegal. 
The theory here is that if 
machine is being played for 
amusement, then putting more 
than one coin in the machine, 
where one coin will produce the 
same number of shots, infers that 
there is a goal over and above the 
thrill and skill of propelling the 
balls into the most desirable holes. 
This theory is not wholly sound 
when analyzed in connection with 
the increased odds of winning free 
games when multiple coins are in- 
serted, but at least it would hold 
down the amount of money at 
risk to nominal levels even when 
the payoff law was being violated. 
Another viewpoint reflected on 
the council is the belief that local 
ordinances on matters of this 
character are illogical, because the 
ban should be on a State or Feder- 


the 


al level. This view has much to 
support it, and is the basis on 
which slot machines and punch 


boards were banned. 

A consideration along these 
lines is the recently announced 
Federal crack-down on pinball 
machine payoffs. Gambling es- 
tablishments must have Feder- 
al licenses, and failure to buy 
the necessary stamps will sub- 
ject the operator to severe pen- 
alties. 

On the other hand, if a pinball 
machine operator purchases a 
Federal license, he will have put 
the local authorities on notice. If 
the FBI is serious about this mat- 
ter, pinball machine payoffs have 
become foolhardy.

Ranging in size from 1 to 4 
pounds, the lobsters are flown 


daily to San Francisco from East- 
port, Maine, by American Airlines, 
under supervision of Eastern Sea- 
food Co. From the airport they 
come directly to Cook’s Seafood 
market in Menlo Park, at present 
the only Peninsula outlet in the 
new enterprise. 
SECRET FOUND 

Previous efforts to fly lobsters 
out from the East have failed, ac- 
cording to Bob Rahe, owner of 
Cook’s, because of high losses in 


transport and because the secret, 
of keeping the animals alive once| 


they got here had not been found. 
Metal tanks formerly used 
keeping the lobsters, Rahe said, 
were found to produce an electro 
lytic action which killed them.

A new type of plastic tank, now | 


in use at Cook’s, has overcome the | 
difficulty, Rahe said. A larger 
storage tank in San Francisco is! 
now under study by the company. 
At this time, however, Rahe said 
the lobsters arrive at his establish- 
ment here in the containers that 
bring them direct from the 
fisheries. 

For the 6'4 hour flight, the lobs 
ters ure packed in cardboard car 
tons with lots of cool, green sea 
weed.

Out of the first lof of about 
150, Rahe said, only three died in 
shipment, whereas, previous los- 
ses in other attempts to transport 
them often ran as high as 40 to 50 
per cent. 

Plans are also under way, Rahe 
said, to fly out other eastern sea- 
food delicacies such as soft-shelled 
crabs and cherrystone clams.
